REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the patent term adjustment included 
with the Notice of Allowance mailed June 15, 2004. 

The above-identified application was filed on October 16, 2001. The United States 

Patent Office has an obligation to mail at least one of a notification under 35 U.S.C. 132 or a 

notice of allowance under 35 U.S.C. 151 not later than fourteen months after the date on 

which the application was filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a), in accordance with CFR § 1.702. 

The Patent Office failed to act in a timely fashion on the application, as a Restriction 

Requirement was not mailed to the Applicants until June 18, 2003. Therefore, patent term 

adjustment is needed for the time period between December 16, 2002, 14 months from 

application filing date, and June 18, 2003, the mailing date of the non- final Office Action, a 

total of 184 (one hundred eighty four) days. 
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The Patent Office's records reflect a delay on the Applicants' part of 143 days in 
responding to the Notice to File Missing Parts mailed on November 8, 2001 . This calculation 
is incorrect as the Applicants filed a response to the Notice to File Missing Parts on May 8, 
2002, an Applicants' delay of 89 (eighty-nine) days. 

The Patent Office mailed a non-final Office Action on October 2, 2003, which the 
Applicants did not respond to until March 2, 2004. This is an Applicant delay of 60 days. 

The Applicants' caused a total delay of 149 days. However, the Patent Office caused 
a total delay of 184 days. It is, therefore, respectfully requested that a patent term adjustment 
of 35 (thirty-five) days be issued in favor of the Applicants. This application is not subject to 
a terminal disclaimer.
